WASHINGTON lU P l) - Led by a 
record one-month rise of 2.4 per cent 
in food prices at grocery stores, the 
iving to Americans took the 
eap in February in 22 years, 
e overall cost of living, after 
seasonal adjustments, showed an 
increase of 0.8 per cent, which would 
come out to a 9.6 per cent rise if 
continued for a full year. The 
administration acknowledged the 
problem and left the door ajar for 
reimposing wage-price controls. 


The new Consumer Price Index, 
issued this morning by the Labor 


Department's 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics showed food prices rising 
—after seasonal adjustment —at a 
pace even greater than previous 
highmark jumps of 2 per cent in both 
January and March of 1958. 


Discussing the report at a hearing 
by the House-Senate Joint Economic 
Committee, 
Chairman 
Herbert 
Stein of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers was asked about 
the possibility of re-imposing wage 
and price controls —key elements of 
the now replaced Phase II economic 
stabilization program. 


“We are prepared to move," said 
Stein. "It is not clear that the best 
move would be to reintroduce the 
formalities of Phase II. " 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits. R-N.Y., 
suggested to Stein the adminis­ 
tration moved prematurely into the 
largely voluntary Phase HI plan and 
that proof was today’s report of 
soaring prices. Stein said President 
Nixon has made it clear that Phase 
HI will be "as voluntary as can be 
and as mandatory as it has to be. " 
The BLS said most of the sharp 
rise in food prices came from meat. 


poultry and fish, which went up 5 per 
cent in February after seasonal 
adjustment, the largest increase 
since June, 1965. 
There had been no expectation 
that the new food price report, in 
particular, 
would 
bring 
any 
favorable 
news 
for 
the 
administrations 
anti-inflation 
effort. Nor is any expected soon. 
The Cost of Living Council predicted 
Tuesday that food prices would 
continue to rise the rest of the year. 
Before seasonal adjustment, the 
Consumer Price Index was up 0.7 


per cent last month, the biggest 
jump since March. 1969. Food prices 
in supermarkets went up 2.3 per 
cent, down from the 2.5 per cent 
increase the previous month. 
Prices of meat, poultry and fish 
increased 4.9 per cent, the highest 
since June of 1965. 


Of the food price rise, a White 
House 
spokesman 
said; 
"The 
President has said it’s a problem. 
We know it's a problem. We re 
taking steps to deal with it” 
The BLS said the higher food 
prices accounted for almost two 


thirds of the increase in the cost of 
living last month, with increases for 
fuel oil, gasoline, rent, clothing and 
property taxes accounting for most 
of the rest. 
Eggs were the only major food 
commodity to show a drop in price 
in February, the BLS said. 
Using unadjusted figures, food 
prices in February were 8 per cent 
above a year earlier, with prices of 
meats, poultry and fish 13.1 percent 
above February, 1972. Commodities 
other than food were 2.6 per cent 
above a year earlier.

Surf rescue 


A railroad worker was plucked 
from the near freezing waters off 
Surf this morning along with two Air 
Force helicopter crewmen who had 
crashed their plane in a rescue 
attempt. 
Richard Dumar, about 30, from 
Fontana, the railroad employe; and 
Capt. David J. Bergez and Lt. 
Patrick 
J. 
Miles, 
helicopter 
crewmen were taken to Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base 
Hospital 
for 
treatment of exposure and cuts and 
bruises. 
The 
dramatic 
rescue 
began 
shortly 
after 
9:30 
a.m. 
when 
railroad crew foreman Gilbert Luna 
radioed a call for help. “ Get some 
help, a man’s been washed out to 
sea,” Luna was reported to have 
radioed. The call was taken by Roy 
Magee, SP agent at Surf. 
Later, Magee pieced together this 
story. Dumar fell into the ocean 
froihi the bridge that spans the 
mouth of the Santa Ynez River at 
Ocean Park, about a mile north of 
Surf, and was swept seaward by a 
strong current. Witnesses said he 
was swimming but was unable to 
cope with the current. Fellow 
railroad 
crewmen 
tried 
unsuccessfully to throw him a rope. 
Minutes later the Air Force 
helicopter arrived and a large 
contingent of rescue units gathered 
on shore.

Defense rests in Regan bribery trial

Testimony in the Phil Regan 
bribery trial ended Tuesday in mid­ 
afternoon 
with defense counsel 
deciding against putting the 66-year- 
old defendant on the stand. 
Regan’s wife, Mrs. Jo Blaize 
Regan, concluded the defense case 
in the sixth day of the trial before 
Superior Judge Arden T. Jensen and 
jury. 
Mrs. Regan testified she gave her 
consent when her husband told her 
the afternoon of Jan. 7 he was going 
to give Santa Barbara publicist 
Kenneth Palmer $1,000 in cash to 
help him out of financial difficulties. 
She said the money came out of a 
$1,200 cash Christmas gift received 
from her husband, and under cross- 
examination by Deputy District 
Attorney Thomas W. Sneddon Jr. 
claimed no lOU was sought or given 
even though the Regans had known 
Palmer for little more than a week. 


Under direct examination 
bv 
defense counsel Frank Crandall, 
Mrs. Regan declared she overheard 
the entire conversation between 
Palmer, 44-year-old former Santa 
Barbara newspaperman, and her 
husband in the Regan home leading 
'up to the $1,000 presentation. 
Mrs. Regan firmly contradicted 
testimony by Palmer that the $1,000 
was a down payment to buy the vote 
of Palmer’s close friend, County 
Supervisor Frank Frost, in the 
Tyrolian Village rezoning case. 
Asked if this were not so, she 
declared: 
“ No sir, no how, no way! ’’ 
She denied there was any talk of 
getting 
the 
vote 
of 
Frost, 
a 
controlled-growth advocate newly 
elected to the board, to help with the 
rezoning, which ultimately failed by 
a 3-2 board vote. 
Mrs. 
Regan 
claimed 
the 
conversation revolved around a 
recitation by Palmer of his financial 


woes, and commiseration expressed 
by her husband, with offers to help 
Palmer get public relations jobs 
with Mrs. Margaret Mosher, widow 
of oil tycoon. Sam Mosher, and 
possibly with Tyrolian Village. 
She said her husband made it 
clear during the talk with Palmer he 
only wanted Palmer’s aid in getting 
Frost to review the development 
plans. 
She said she did not see the money 
pass hands. Her husband came to 
her, she said, when the conversation 
ended, and asked if it was all right to 
take $1,000 of the $1,200 she had in an 
envelope in her bedroom to help 
Palmer out. 
Asked if she knew if some of the 
money was going to someone other 
than Palmer, she replied: 
“ This money was intended only to 
get Ken Palmer out of his troubles. I 
want that understood. It was my 
money, you know. ”

Trees at city nursery 
being deleted from list 


With a reported 66 per cent of the 
intended street trees at the city tree 
nursery now deleted from Lompoc’s 
street treelist, the City Council last 
night 
fired 
back 
to 
the 
Beautification 
and 
Parks 
and 
Recreation commissions a proposed 
ordinance adopting standards for 
tree planting and a new street tree 
list. 
The Council unanimously passed 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz’ motion 
to table and return the ordinance. 
The city nursery, he said, was 
intended to save the city thousands 
of dollars in street tree purchases. 
The only trouble has been that, with 
changing commissioners and views, 
the city’s approved street tree list 
also changes. According to the 
present list, Lefkowitz said, much of 
-the money spent at the nursery 
would appear to have been wasted. 
The city has spent years raising 
trees that are now off the list. 
Fully 66 per cent of the ready-to- 
be-planted trees at the nursery can’t 
be planted as street trees now 
because they’ve been removed from 
the list, he said. Nor can 57 per cent 
of the still growing trees or 70 per 
cent of the nursery’s recently 
acquired saplings. 
If the Beautification Commission 


goes through with plans to remove 
the Evergreen Elm from the list, 
Lefkowitz said, that will mean 80 
per cent of the now ready trees in 
the nursery would have been deleted 
from the list while they were being 
raised by the city. 
Community 
Development 
Director A1 Autry pointed out that 
the 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission had asked that the 
Lemon Bottlebrush be removed 
from the list and said that this tree 
alone comprises most of the trees in 
the nursery. 
Autry also said that most of those 
trees removed from the list have 
been 
proven 
troublemakers 
as 
street trees. They could, though, be 
put to use in city parks, he said. 
Councilman E. C. Stevens suggested 
that some of the nursery trees could 
be 
traded 
with 
commercial 
nurseries for trees which are on 
current lists. 
Lefkowitz asked that when the 
ordinance 
is 
returned, 
it 
be 
accompanied by a "finalized" street 
tree list and also by a staff report on 
the status of the nursery. 
He 
suggested 
that 
the 
Parks and 
Recreation 
and 
Beautification 
commissions come up with the 
finalized tree list jointly. 


Viet Cong to release 
32 POWs ahead of schedule 


SAIGON (UPI) — The Viet Cong said today it would release the 32 
American prisoners it is still holding in Hanoi on Saturday, four days before 
the deadline. 
Sources close to the Joint Military Commission (JMC) said earlier today 
the Communists will turn over to the United States a list of the last 
remaining war prisoners on Thursday, clearing the way for their release 
this weekend. 
There had been no firm date on a release for the men held by the Viet 
Cong until the Viet Cong statement today. 
Capt. Phuong Nam, the Viet Cong press officer, said the list of the 32 
prisoners would be turned over Thursday and the release of the men would 
lollow 48 hours later at Hanoi’s Gia Lam airport. 
Nam said the Viet Cong also holds one South Korean who will be released 
Sunday at Due Pho, 307 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The Communists still hold 146 Americans, including six civilians. 
The JMC sources said the North Vietnamese might also release their list 
of prisoners Thursday, clearing the way for the last group to go home on 
Saturday. 


Turnover of the names of the POWs and the date and place of their 
release would clear the way for resumption of the U.S. troop withdrawal 
program. The "Operation Countdown ” program has been suspended until 
the United States receives the final list of POWs. About 6,000 U.S. 
servicemen are still in Vietnam

A rope was dropped from the helicopter 
as it hovered above Dumar’s bobbing form. 
Witnesses said Dumar appeared to grab 
the rope and pull himselt up slightly, but 
that he finally fell back into the water. 


Seconds later a heavy wave caught the 
exhaust system causing the low hovering 
plane to crash into the water, according to 
witnesses. The two crewmen took to the 
water and clung to the downed craft. 
Moments later Dumar managed to make 


his way to the plane and joined the pilots. 
A variety of rescue methods were under 
consideration by rescuers, but a line was 
finally fired to the men as they clung to the 
plane about 200 yards off shore. 
One witness said the presence of the 
helicopter in the water was a factor in the 
successful 
rescue. 
The 
downed 
craft 
provided a buoy until they finally grabbed 
the rescue rope, the witness said. 
A county fire truck turned over on its 
side in a ditch while proceeding to the 
rescue scene on the Ocean Park Road.

The Moonlighter 


The bright sunlight is shining on the moonlighting 
activities of Allen Ross. He is the state employee who has 
been using his state office and telephone to promote a 
flourishing private business. 
Ross is the full time manager of the Santa Barbara 
District Fair, a state agency. As such he is paid $19,500 a 
year. In addition, Ross last year collected a total of $13,800 
from three other state agencies as contractual manager of 
their horse shows. 
S ? managed eight other outside shows during the 
year. If he was paid the same fees for those, his estimated 
gam from them would have been at least another $13,000. 
But this may not be his total take from moonlighting. 
Examination of the books of the San Francisco Cow Palace, 
a state supported agency where Ross serves as horse show 
manager, shows trophies totalling $2,837.50 were bought for 
the events without bids. Cow Palace manager Lex Conley 
admitted the purchases were made in several lots, each 
below $500, to circumvent state bidding requirements. He 
said Ross was permitted to “negotiate” the purchases 
“because he could get a better price”. The trophies were 
bought from Leonard Silver Company in Massachusetts. 
The books of the Sacramento Fair, also a state agency 
which hires Ross as horse show manager, show a trophy 
purchase from the same firm in the amount of $5,981. This 
too failed to go through the state bidding as the law 
requires. If Ross was permitted to “negotiate” the trophy 
purchases for the nine other outside shows plus the three he 
runs at Santa Barbara, his dealings with this company 
could be substantial. 
To get the full flavor of what may be involved one must 
go back to 1960. At that time, testimony before a Senate 
Committee disclosed that Ross, as manager of the Del Mar 
Horse Show in 1959, purchased $2,552 of trophies with state 
money. These were bought without bid from the Studio City 
Ribbon and Trophy Company, owned wholly by Ross and his 
wife. He admitted under oath he made a profit of $1,094 on 
the sale. 
At Del Mar Ross solicited trophy donors. K.W. Patrick, 
for example, gave $25 for a trophy. But Ross furnished one 
for which the state was charged $15 but cost Ross only 
$6.50. 
Ross’ Del Mar contract called for him to manage the 
show and “to provide his own secretarial help” and furnish 
a stable manager, gateman, ring steward, ring master and 
ring clerk. But the record showed that the horse show 
secretarial work was done by Harriet Landrum and 
Kathleen Bush, two state employees. The payroll also 
showed others paid by the state to serve as gateman and 
stable manager. Landrum reportedly is now employed by 
Ross to assist in his moonlighting. 
His Cow Palace contract states his employment shall 
constitute “a year-round responsibility..not to exceed 119 
days”. Conley said Ross is present from the time the 
entries close until the end of the shows and such other times 
as he is needed. Since entries close 30 days before each 
show and the two shows run 16 days, this is a total of 76 days 
without counting other “times as he is needed”. If the nine 
other outside shows require similar amounts of time it is 
difficult to see how Ross can do justice to his full time job. 
at Santa Barbara. If he can it would seem he is grossly 
overpaid for what he does do. 
The S.F. contract also permits Ross to select all of the 
officials for the show including stewards and judges which 
seems to be standard for all of his shows. Ross apparently 
has a clique of these people, including a member of his own 
fair board, Warren Underwood, who he deals in on all of his 
shows. 
There 
have 
been 
numerous 
exhibitor 
complaints 
stemming 
from 
this, 
charging 
favoritism. 
Most 
complainants are afraid to come forward, fearing 
retaliation by Ross through his personally selected judges. 
Even without favor, it would seem having the same judges 
at each show would be like TV reruns. 
Not to be overlooked is the fact Ross is said to have the 
same feed and bedding vendor at each show, getting the 
concession without bid.

The return of Southwick 
will long be remembered 


Earle Sweetland remembers the exact 
time 
and 
date 
his son-in-law, 
Navy 
Commander Charles Everett Southwick 
arrived at Travis Air Force Base: 2:25 
p.m., March 7, 1973. His arrival had been a 
long time coming. 
Six 
years 
prior, 
Lt. 
Commander 
Southwick was taken prisoner by the North 
Vietnamese. He had been shot down while 
piloting a Navy fighter-bomber on May 19, 
1967. 
The Travis reunion was one of “a lot of 
tears, real happy tears” for Southwick, his 
wife Karen, and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sweetland. Karen and Southwick had been 
married 10 months at the time of his 
capture. 
Southwick, a little thin, “looked great 
and his mental attitude was terrific” after 
his long imprisonment, Sweetland soon 
discerned at Travis. At first the Navy 
indicated that Karen couldn’t see her 
husband until he was transferred to Oak 
Knoll Hospital in Oakland from the Air 
Force base. But after a personal plea by 
Sweetland, Navy officials agreed to let 
Karen and the Sweetlands meet Southwick 
as he first touched the continental U.S. 
They joined a small caravan of Navy 
to Travis from Oakland. Once there, Karen 
met her husband at the airplane while Mr. 
and Mrs. Sweetland watched from a VIP 
room about 50 feet from the landing. 
Southwick was the fifth former POW off 
the plane. 
Sweetland attributed the good physical 
and mental conditions of his son-in-law and 
the other ex-POWs he met at Travis to the 


extensive physical exercises and other 
activities they performed in prison. For 
example, Southwick learned to speak 
broken Spanish in prison from a fellow 
prisoner, an Air Force major. 
“Generally speaking they are in good 
shape. In fact, the second night Charles 
was in Oak Knoll they let him out for the 
evening to have dinner with us in San 
Francisco,” 
said 
Sweetland, 
Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce s executive 
secretary and director. 
Southwick, now 41, returned with a 
curious interest in new cars and fabrics 
and an expressed concern in present 
politics. He told he first noticed the smells 
and cleanliness of everything on this side of 
the world. 
“He said he will never get enough hot 
water,” noted Mrs. Sweetland. 
Southwick commented that for the last 
two years of his captivity the food was 
“acceptable.” For six years, a cup and a 
spoon were his eating utensils. 
The cup he brought back with him. 
Presently, Southwick is attached to the 
Oak Knoll Hospital for examinations and 
debriefings. Sometime this week he is 
scheduled 
for his first formal press 
conference. 
Karen, living in Sausalito, and her 
husband 
are 
allowed 
now 
to 
spend 
weekends and some week nights together. 
Sweetland reported that Southwick said 
in summing up his POW experience, “I 
believe I came out of this a better man." 
Future plans; get back into flying and 
complete a 30 year Navy career.

'Agreement in 
principle' sought 
with Indians 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (U P Ii - Armed Indians 
maintained firm control of this tiny historic hamlet on the 
Pine Ridge Indian reservation today as the government 
sought “ an agreement in principle.” 
The government pushed for an early settlement—even to 
the point of relaxing its position in negotiations with leaders 
of the American Indian Movement (AIM >. 
“ What we are attempting to do is re-create a peaceful 
atmosphere.” Justice Department spokesman Horace 
Webb said Tuesday. 
Webb noted that there had been no shooting between the 
two sides m more than two davs although about 300 federal 
marshals and policemen still surround the Oglala Sioux 
settlement where between 200 and 300 Indians were killed 
by the U.S. Cavalry in the 1890 “ Wounded Knee Massacre.” 
The government presented the militants an amended 
proposal which states that the final agreement could be 
“ intensely negotiated” with a view to reaching a final 
arrangement by next Monday. 
“ During this period of time, a strict cease-fire will be 
affected.” the government proposed. 
The new proposal appeared to be a deliberate attempt on 
the part of the government to keep the situation cool. 
Another Justice Department spokesman, Mark Sheehan, 
said leaders of the militants entrenched here had not yet 
responded to the latest revision in the government’s long 
string of proposals to end the occupation without further 
bloodshed. 
Since the takover on Feb. 27 at least two persons, 
including an FBI agent, have been shot during snootouts 
between Indians and federal marshals. 
As a signal of the government’s “ good faith” , U.S. 
Attorney William Clayton had the U.S. District Court in 
Rapid City reduce the bail of an AIM supporter from $20,000 
to a $5,000 personal recognizance bond so he could be freed. 


Saigon reports more 
truce violations 


SAIGON (U PI) — Saigon reported more Communist 
truce violations today, among them the bombardment of a 
besieged government base where 12 South Vietnamese 
rangers were reported killed and 68 wounded in a week of 
fighting. 
Despite the attack and other scattered fighting across the 
country, Saigon command spokesman Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien said the exchange of prisoners between the two 
Vietnams would end by Sunday, three days ahead of the 
Paris cease-fire agreement schedule. 
By Sunday, 26,722 Communist prisoners will have been 
exchanged for 4,753 South Vietnamese troops. 
In another development, Brig. Gen. John A. Wickham 
told the chiefs of the Joint Military Commission that the 
United States has photographs of Communist tanks, 
artillery and vehicles entering South Vietnam in violation 
of the Jan. 28 cease-fire agreement. 
Wickham, a U.S. delegate to the four-party commission, 
said the United States has “ clear and irrefutable evidence 
that war materiel and personnel are being introduced into 
South Vietnam” and demanded an explanation from Hanoi 
and Viet Cong delegates. 


Release of U. S. POWs 
in Laos uncertain 


WASHINGTON ( UPI ) — The State Department says nine 
Americans and a Canadian are listed by the Communists as 
prisoners of war in Laos and that the timing of their release 
is uncertain. 
The Viet Cong has said it will release all American POWs 
it holds by Sunday. North Vietnam said it would free all it 
holds by March 28, the deadline specified in the cease-fire 
agreement. But State Department officials said the timing 
for those in Laos could depend on the formation of a 
Provisional Government of National Union there. 
The Pathet Lao have forwarded to U.S. officials a list of 
prisoners including the names of seven U.S. military men, 
two American civilians, and one Canadian civilian. 
In addition, the Defense Department lists about 310 
Americans as unaccounted for in Laos, most of them 
airmen whose aircraft went down during the years of U.S. 
bombing campaigns in Laos. 


Child care cutbacks 
not expected til July 


Polliwog-shaped district called 'absurd7 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi - The state 
Senate, in its third agonizing year of 
reapportionment fights, is moving toward 
passage of a new plan which would create a 
sprawling, polliwog-shaped district for 
Mexican-Americans 
in 
Southern 
California. 
So “ absurd” are the lines, one sponsor 
acknowledges, that Gov. Ronald Reagan 
probably will drop his earlier pledge to 
support the bill. 
It also would push a farm oriented Kern 
County district over the coastal mountains 
into Santa Barbara. “ That’s atrocious,” 
protested Sen. Walter W. 
Stiern, D- 
Bakersfield. 
And it would obliterate the San Joaquin 
County district of retiring Sen. Alan Short, 
D-Stockton, who half-seriouslv Tuesday 
threatened to 
sue the 
legislature 
or 
change his party registration. 
Incumbents who decided to run for re- 
election generally would be politically 
protected. 
“ If you gentlemen decide all issues like 
you do this one, we re in big trouble,” 
private citizen Bing Taylor of Stockton told 
the Senate Elections and Reapportionment 
Committee. 


The committee, 
on a voice vote, 
approved amendments to a bill (SB195) 
ooffered by one of the measure's co­ 
sponsors. Sen. George N. Zenovich. D- 
Fresno. The amendments would carve out 
a new district with a 45 per cent Mexican- 
American 
population 
stretching 
from 
downtown San Bernardino to the heart of 
the Chicano community of East Los An­ 
geles. 
The vote on the full bill was set for 
Thursday. 


The committee also reversed a March 8 
vote and endorsed a rival bill (SB62) 
creating a more confined, bat-shaped 
Chicano district looping from East Los 
Angeles to Pomona. The vote was 5-4, the 
bare minimum, and the author conceded 
the measure probably would not get any 
further. 
“ I am not very optimistic,” said Sen. 
Mervyn M. Dymally, D-Los Angeles, who 
was granted 
reconsideration 
for 
his 
measure primarily because he is the 
committee chairman. He called the victory 
“ not a very substantive one.” 
Both bills were tentatively scheduled for 
a Senate floor debate next Tuesday.

Dymally predicted the Zenovich bill, co­ 
sponsored by Republican Caucus Chairman 
John L. Harmer of Glendale, will pass the 


Senate and encounter staff opposition 
the Assembly, which is deadlocked oi 
redistricting plan for itself. 


Harmer agreed and also predicted 
Reagan will drop his commitment to 
support the bill “ because of the absurdity 
of the lines. The governor always has 
wanted a Mexican-American district, but 


one that starts and f inishes in Los Angeles 
County.” 
The legislature was supposed to have 
reapportioned itself in 1971, based on the 
1970 census. But Reagan vetoed the redis­ 
tricting 
bills, 
charging 
Democratic 
gerrymander, and the state Supreme Court 
upheld him. The court gave the legislature 
until the end of 1972 to write new plans, but 
the lawmakers failed Now they are trying 
to reapportion themselves before the court 
does it.

Alpha Flower Show chairman 
gives timely garden hints 


If you have been putting off 
pruning your roses, trimming those 
shrubs or cleaning out the flower 
beds it’s later than you think. Many 
garden tasks should be taken care of 
not later than March to be assured 
of blooms during the late spring and 
summer. 
Alpha Club is looking forward to 
its 51st annual flower show to be 
held June 23-24. Of course, the 
success of the flower show depends 
on Lompoc citizens’ participation 
and the weather. 
Some things that should be done 
now are to prune roses and cut back 
non-blooming shrubs. Fertilize and 
spray for mildew and rust brought 
on by the wet weather. Dormant 
spraying before the foliage appears 
will stop many insects and prevent 
disease before they get started. 
Perrenials are a joy because they 
do not have to be planted every 
year. But, they should be divided 
every 3 to 5 years. Prepare your bed 
with 
a 
lot 
of 
humus 
before 
replanting because they stay in the 
bed a number of years. 
If 
last 
year 
your 
perennials 
produced 
undersize 
blooms 
or 
blooms were sparse, it is possible 
they need to be divided. If you are 
starting new perennials, start them 
now so they are well established 
before the weather warms in the 
spring. 
Gladiola bulbs can be planted in 
March, but stagger your planting 
every week or ten days to be assured 
of blooms over a longer period of 
time. It takes about 90 days for the 
blooms to appear. 
Sweetpeas should be planted now 
for bloom in June and July. 
Divide Dahlia tubers now and 
plant as soon as possible. Tubers can 
be put in damp sand and placed in 
warm area to sprout before putting 
in ground. The dahlia section of the 
1972 flower show was outstanding 
and greatly appreciated. 
Take 
cuttings 
from 
your 
chrysanthemums and put in damp 
sand to root, then plant in new area 
of your garden. 


Again when your roses, shrubs 
and perennials start to leaf out, 
spray for rust, mildew and aphids. 
Cut back hybrid delphiniums, 
fertilize and stake plants. Divide if 
necessary. 
Many flowering annuals such as 
hollyhock, batchelor buttons, wild 
flowers, zinnias and marigolds caa 
be planted out of doors now. Or start 
in protected area for re-planting. 
While you are waiting for the seeds 
to grow and bloom you can purchase 
annual 
bedding plants. 
Bedding 
plants for earlier bloom can be 
purchased from your nurseryman. 
For attractive landscaping it has 
been suggested that annual and 
perennial bedding plants be planted 
in beds in the same area. 
The following annual and bedding 
plants should now be available in the 
nurseries: 
pansies, 
violas, 
m a r g u e r i t e s , 
d ia n th u s, 
snapdragons, 
stock, 
petunias, 
columbine, 
candytuft, 
sweet 
william, coral bells, shasta daisy, 
iceland 
poppies, 
primrose, 
cineraria, begonias, penstemon and 
alyssum. 
Let’s all get behind the City 
Beautification program 
and 
let 
Lompoc visitors know we live in the 
“City of Flowers.” Plant flowers in 
your yards. At the same time keep 
in mind that all Lompoc Valley 
residents are invited to enter prize 
blooms in the Alpha Club Flower 
Show.

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Mile record may fall at LA pro meet, says Kieno 


LOS ANGELES <UPI» — Kip Keino of Kenya, one of 
the greatest middle distance runners of all time, said 
Tuesday he believed that it was possible the world indoor 
mile record will 
be broken 
in Saturday night's 
professional track debut at the Sports Arena here. 
He said that the pacer light, an innovation of the 
International Track Association, would be a big help in 
accomplishing a record. 
“The pacer light will be set for an even 59 seconds per 
quarter mile,” Keino told the Southern California track 
writers. “ If we run four 59-second quarters, it will be 
3:56.0. The indoor record is 3:56.4. 
“It will depend on the conditions of the runners. I think 
I’m ready.” 
The pacer light is actually a series of lights placed 
around the track that flash on at pretimed settings. The 


light is pro track s counterpart to the mechanical rabbit 
used in greyhound dog racing. 
“ I think the pacer light is a good thing.'' Keino said. 
i t is much better than having someone yelling out. 
' You’re running too fast or step it up you're running too 
slow.’ 
“You will know every step of the way what your pace 
is.” 
His mile duel with Jim Ryun of the United States, who 
set the world outdoor record of 3:51.1 in 1967. is billed as 
the feature race. 
While Ryun fell in a heat of the 1,500 meters and did not 
make the finals in the 1972 Munich Olympics. Keino 
placed second. He also won the gold in the 3.000-meter 
steeplechase. Keino was the gold medalist at 1,500 
meters at the Mexico City Olympics. 


Keino said his decision to turn professional was a hard 
one to make. 
■'Before I was representing Kenya.' he said. “ Now I 
am representing Kip Keino. I can't serve two masters." 
He denied that he has received a $25.IKK) bonus lor 
signing. 
“ I only get money lor the races I run. the prize 
money." he said. “Yes. I do get travel expenses and a 
per diem. I signed a two-year contract.” 
However. ITA president Mike O'Hara later said that 
he had hired Keino. Ryun and Bob Seagren to do some 
publicity for upcoming meets. 
Keino. who said he has visited 107 countries and flown 
some 650,000 miles, had to give up a great deal and 
security to gamble on a pro track career. 
Keino was the chief inspector in charge of physical 


training at the Kenya National Police College, in which 
pursuit he was provided a house by the government, a 
pension, and other benef its. 
He has six children for whom the government also was 
providing free education There are no public schools in 
Kenya. 
Alter signing his pro contract here a month ago. Keino 
returned to Kenya and moved his family from a 
government house in Eldorett some 300 miles to Nyeri, 
the place of his birth. 
Keino said his decision to turn pro was well received in 
Kenya 
A large crowd met me at the airport in Nairobi." he 
said, “and the Kenva Olvmpic Committee even had a big 
party for me. They said “This is the time for you to be 
working for yourself."

lower price 


The cost of beef is a major 
national concern. The price 
will continue up despite the 
fact that the supply this year 
increased by 600 m i l l i o n 
pounds. The demand for the 
better cuts continues to go 
up. As long as people have 
money they figure they have 
the right to enjoy beef. 
The cost of getting beef to 
the retail m arket is high. Is 
there any w a y of cutting 
costs in this area? Most of 
the beef is shipped in car­ 
cass form, side and quar­ 
ters. That means paying for 
freight on a lot of inedible 
bone and fat. 
Another method is for the 
packer to pre-cut m eat at 
the packing house, removing 
the bones and most of the 
fat. The final trim ming is 
done at the supermarket. 
This m e t h o d s a v e s on 
freight, therefore cuts some 
costs. 
Another method of cutting 
shipping costs on m eat to 
the retail m arket is to freeze 
it at the packers, bone and 
fat removed, and ship frozen. 
Many marketing experts be­ 
lieve this method will be­ 
c o m e more accepted and 
that sales figures will climb. 
Selling s o m e m e a t in 
frozen form would definitely 
help reduce costs to con­ 
sumers. 
As 
transportation 
costs continue to climb re­ 
tailers find this method eco­ 
nomical. 
Homemakers, h o w e v e r , 
are still opposed to buying 
raw frozen m eat at the m ar­ 
ket. Yet they freeze fresh 
m e a t f o r t h e i r h o m e 
freezers. 
But these 
same 
customers say they would 
not buy raw m eat already 
frozen. 
Why? They have doubts 
about how long the m eat has 
been frozen. They also are 
not sure about its quality. 
Yet they buy frozen beef in 
other forms — as pot roast 
in frozen dinners, beef stro- 
ganoff and chopped w i t h 
vegetables, etc. Still their 
aversion to raw frozen m eat 
persists. 


One major reason for this 
is the color of frozen beef. 
It takes on a gray look far 
different from the bright red 
of raw meat. Wrapped in the 
display cases in the retail 
stores, discoloration t a k e s 
place. The taste and quality 
remain, 
b u t th e 
c o l o r 
changes 
a n d 
discourages 
customers. 


To overcome this objec­ 
tion to raw frozen meats, 
several 
m e a t 
processors 
h a v e combined cryogenic 
freezing of red m eat at tem ­ 
peratures as low as minus 
150 degrees to minus 250 de­ 
grees with new packaging. 
The new package film en­ 
ables the meat to retain its 
bloom rather than darken­ 
ing. This holds true even 
when displayed at retail for 
several months at 0 degrees 
or below. 


This new process may be 
the breakthrough to wider 
c o n s u m e r acceptance of 
frozen red meat.

Edward Profio of the UCSB 
departm ent of chemical and 
nuclear engineering. 


The reactor, a 10-watt, 
Model L-77 manufactured 
by Atomics International, 
requires no cooling system 
and 
produces 
negligible 
readioactive 
waste. 
Dr. 
Profio said. Its uranium fuel 
is sealed in the tank and will 
last indefinitelv. 


“ This is a particularly 
safe unit because of 
its 
inherent 
self-regulating 
nature.” 
he 
said 
“ Any 
increase in tem perature or 
power tends to shut off the 
chain reaction, preventing 
any damage or release of 
radioactivity, even if the 
mechanical and electronic 
controls should fail.” 


Dr. Profio referred to the

n u c l e a r

The surplus 


The State Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee 
begins hearings 
today on 
Senate 
Bill 
238, 
Governor 
Reagan’s 
proposal to return $850 million in surplus 
state funds to the taxpayers. 
Don't hold your breath waiting for the 
complete success of this measure to gain 
funds which are rightfully yours. 
A companion bill of the Assembly didn't 
even make it out of committee. 
Senator Robert Lagomarsino, an author 
of the measure, is not too optimistic about 
its successes in the Senate. “ It's a fact of 
political life," he states. “ We may have to 
take just part of the bill in order to head 
off the sales tax taking effect June 1.“ 
What does the bill do? It is designed to 
reflect as nearly as possible the sources of 
the budget surplus. The sales tax and the 
income tax are the two largest single 
sources of income to the State. At the 
same time, the bill would take advantage 
of the surplus to m eet some onetime 
capital outlays of the state such as setting

aside $77 million to buy state beach and 
park lands and to repair the structurally 
unsafe eapitol building. The bill would 
postpone the effective date of the one-cent 
sales tax hike scheduled for June 1 by 
seven months and would provide for a 20 
per cent rebate, or credit, on state income 
taxes for the 1973 calendar year. 
Lagomarsino says that $476 million of 
the

million 
surplus 
is 
directly 
traceable to California income tax payers. 
Lagom arsino 
strongly 
term s 
the 
opposition to the bill as 
“ political." 
Certain people do not want to see the 
Governor get credit for cutting taxes in an 
election year, even though the Governor 
claims he will not be running for office 
next year. 
Such a reason, we believe, is not fair to 
the taxpayer who supplied the majority of 
the surplus. The money belongs to the 
people. If the Legislature will not give it 
back, then the Legislature will have to 
answer to the people. 


America divided 


Washington,— 
On

emotional issue of amnesty for draft 
evaders 
President 
Nixon 
has 
overwhelming

adamant refusal to compromise. No 
poll is required to show how deep 
the feeling runs. 
In response to a 
column suggesting 
that in accord with 
past 
precedent 
a 
way might be found 
to allow the evaders 
who fled abroad to 
be 
rehabilitated, 
letters have come 
from 
around 
the 
country. 
By 
as 
much as three to 
one they take a 
stern stand against 
any compromise. 
Those who fled must pay the penalty 
under the law. 
Thank goodness, we have a strong 
President and not a weak one, a 
woman writes from Pennsylvania. 
She goes on: 
“My youngest son went when his 
country called, as his father and I 
taught him, 
God and Country 
First.’ He lay in hospitals overseas 
for four months and then came 
home for two more operations. Yes, 
he is fine now, but will always carry 
the wounds of war with him. 
Nevertheless, we are very proud of 
him, but had he chosen to turn his 
back on country and family he would 
be dead as far as we, his parents, 
would be concerned.’’ 
From Kentucky a reader writes, 
challenging any precedent between 
the amnesty granted by Lincoln for 
the Confederate forces at the end of 
the Civil War and amnesty for 
Vietnam evaders: 
“My 
people 
were 
Kentucky 
unionists but would have resented, 
even as I do, your comparison of 
amnesty for the south with amnesty 
for the yellow so-and-sos who cut 
and run for Canada and elsewhere 
when faced with duty to their 
country. The southerners did not 
take off for parts unknown but 
stayed to fight for what they thought 
was right.’’ 
Others 
reacted 
differently. 
A 
woman reader in San Diego, who 
lost a son in Vietnam, phoned to ask 
how she could help persuade the 
President to modify his stand 
against any compromises. And she 
said she spoke for a friend who had 
also lost a son. 
A letter from a reader in Buffalo 
endorsed 
the statement in my 
column that a way must be found to 
insure that the thousands of young 
who fled shall not forever be barred 
from the United States or returned 
to face the certainty of long prison 
terms. He writes: 
“What 1 can’t understand is the 
utter vindictiveness of President 


Nixon who occasionally speaks of 
himself as a birthright Quaker. 
Although I’m not a Quaker and had 
only the slightest contacts with any, 
I was born in Philadelphia, the most 
historic city in the country. From 
early grades in school we learned to 
respect William Penn. Further, 
President Hoover always seemed to 
me to be honest and forthright, but 
I’ve seen a few news account in 
which 
Philadelphia 
Q uakers 
questioned the standing of Mr. 
Nixon.” 


As happens after every war the 
deep hatreds, the passions, boiling 
beneath the surface do not subside 
with the stroke of the pen that ends 
the war. They are, as we see today, 
a powerful force and, unhappily as 
history has shown, they nourish the 
seeds of yet another war.

freedom after in some instances six 
and seven years of imprisonment. 
But inasmuch as the fervent 
outpouring shown on the nation’s 
television screens contributes to 
unthinking 
patriotism, 
and 
conversely to hatred of the enemy, 
it can be self-defeating for the basic 
p o s t w a r 
pol i cy 
of 
the 
administration. When he returned 
from his mission to Hanoi Henry A. 
Kissinger, the President s adviser 
on national 
security, 
made an 
eloquent plea for rehabilitation of 
North Vietnam with American help. 
As he pointed out, the North 
Vietnamese leaders have known 
nothing but war. To encourage them 
to participate in a peaceful world 
should be a major objective of 
American policy. 
If reports out of Saigon of the 
continuing large-scale movement of 
weapons down the Ho Chi Minh trail 
are 
true, 
these 
leaders 
seem 
unwilling to learn the lesson of 
peace. But if administration policy 
fails, and Congress now seems 
unlikely to vote any funds for the 
Communist north, we shall have no 
test of the peaceful experiment and 
the threat of a renewed war will 
hang heavy over Southeast Asia.

Beef men protest 


Everybody has a view on the 
spiraling cost of meat and one of the 
stronger 
views 
is 
from 
the 
California Beef Council. 
In no uncertain 
terms, they state 
that boycotting the 
supermarket meat 
counter is not the 
answer to the cur­ 
rent 
high 
beef 
prices. Conversely, 
“ meatless 
days” 
and other attempts 
at boycotting beef 
could develop into 
an expensive back­ 
lash, they declare. 
The Council continues that the 
consumer may not be aware of the 
potential dangers of a government 
officials 
recent 
suggestion 
to 
voluntarily observe one meatless 
day a week. Such efforts might 
actually short change the consumer 
by ultimately resulting in reduced 
meat supplies and higher prices. 


“Any move — such as meatless 
days or meat boycotts — would be 
an economic signal to the producers 
that 
consumer 
demand 
is 


diminishing,” 
David 
H. 
Stroud, 
president of the National Livestock 
and Meat Board, declared. “With 
curtailed production, there’s little 
question that prices would continue 
to climb. The nation's livestock 
producers are making every effort 
to fill the meat supply lines in 
response 
to 
the 
unprecedented 
demand of recent months.” 
The Beef Council claims that 
expansion of beef supplies has been 
underway 
since 
early 
1970. 
California cattle on feed in feedlots 
is up 13 per cent from January, 1972, 
while the nationwide rate is seven 
per cent greater. National cattle 
slaughter is up nine per cent from a 
year ago January. 
While the production rates are 
markedly higher in 1973, according 
to the Council, a number of factors 
have kept the rate of increase from 
satisfying the consumer’s demands. 
Greater 
demand, 
bad 
weather, 
increased labor costs and potential 
feed grain supply problems all have 
had a significant effect on supplies, 
they state. 
More beef is on the way, they 
promise, and that prospect should 
mean an ultimate leveling off of 


retail prices. 
“The cycle could, of course, be 
interrupted by bad weather or crop 
failures, but even a greater danger 
could be such artificial obstacles as 
meatless days, boycotts or price 
controls 
on 
raw 
agricultural 
products,” they conclude.

Goleta taxes 


Received an enlightening letter 
this week from Harald Harkson, a 
member of the governing board of 
the Goleta Valley Governmental 
Group, 
concerning 
last 
week's 
column entitled “Tax Relief?” 
Mr. Harkson took 
exception with the 
statement: 
“City 
dwellers 
(besides 
paying 
the 
same 
county tax rate as 
persons living in the 
county) 
pay 
city 
t axes 
for 
the 
benefits of living in 
the 
city...County 
residents...pay 
nothing else.” 
He proceeded to outline special 
district taxes paid by residents in 
doleta. His letter was enlightening 
to the extent that he listed the 
specific amount paid in each special 
district. Other than that...Lompoc 
citizens also pay taxes for special 
districts. 
Mr. Harkson apparently was not 
aware of this because he writes: 
“These services (Goleta Valley 
special districts) are not paid by 
city residents whose tax rates 
average $1.05-$1.40 in the Santa 
Barbara County.” 
His figures of “$l.05-$1.40” might 
be the average for Santa Barbara 
County cities but Lompoc’s tax rate 
happens to be $1.68 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
Going from there let's do a little 
addition. 
Mr. Harkson writes: “ ...Goleta 
Valley Citizens pay the following on 
per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation 
(approximate): 
county 
fire 
protection .46, county fire protection 
Zone 5 .31, county service Area 3 .45, 
Goleta 
Cemetery 
.06, 
Goleta 
Mosquito Abatement District .02, 
Goleta Valley Water District .40, 
Goleta Valley Sanitary District .20. 
This totals $1.90.” 
Lompoc special districts include: 
Lompoc Cemetery District, Santa 
Barbara County Water Agency, 
Santa Barbara County Flood Control 
and Water Conservation District 
M aintenance. 
Feather 
River 
Project, Lompoc City Flood Zone 
No. 2, Lompoc Hospital District, 


including a hospital district bond, 
and 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
Water 
Conservation District. 
The tax rate total for these 
districts, 
for 
Lompoc 
citizens, 
according to figures in the 1972-73 
Lompoc city budget, is .79 cents. 
This is a long way from Goleta 
Valley’s total of $1.90 but Lompoc 
citizens must then add the city tax 
rate of $1.68. This brings the total 
Lompoc rate to $2.47. 
Other aspects of Mr. Harkson’s 
letter were enlightening: “For over 
a 
year 
the 
G oleta 
Valley 
Governmental Group (has) been in 
operation. The group was formed 
after an in depth study of the county, 
including Goleta Valley, ordered by 
the county Board of Supervisors and 
prepared by the Arthur D. Little 


Corp. The purpose of this group is to 
study 
the 
different 
alternative 
forms of government and select the 
best forms for actual choice by the 
voters. The plebiscite will occur 
before June 15th. and final vote 
hopefully by June, 1974.” 
We were, of course, aware of the 
governmental group. 
That their 
studies may “hopefully" culminate 
in the voter’s booth by June. 1974. is 
enlightening. 


Mr. Harkson ended his letter 
with: “I am sure the Goleta Valley 
does not condone the insinuation we 
are on “City Welfare Rolls” and 
that cities are paying for all our 
services. Goleta Valley is on the 
move 
for 
the 
betterment 
of 
themselves as well as the county.” 
That's encouraging.
